DETAILS : Ronald W. Jarrett has been identified as a hit man and en- 
forcer for Chicago La Cosa Nostra (LCN) Underboss Angelo La Pietra, 
and as such, is being intensively investigated by the Chicago Strike 
Force and Chicago FBI Gffice. 

Jarrett figures predominantly in the comples investigation 
currently being conducted fcy the Strike Force and FBI regarding the 
brutal gangland murders of Chicago burglars who \vere responsible for 
the $1 million jewelry heist of Levinson's jewelry store in 
December 1977, and the burglary of Chicago LCN Boss Anthony 
Accardo's residence in January 1978. This investigation is carried 
under caption "BURGMLERS", Bufile 183-2136, Chicago file 183-394. 

Shortly after the Levinson jewelry heist, the Chicago LCN 
demanded the retum of the Levinson loot. In retaliation, 

John Mendell, a Levinson's burglary participant, planned to N 

burglarize the residence of Chicago LCN Boss Anthony Accardo. 

Follov/ing the Accardo burglary, Mendell and four other burglars who 
participated in the Levinson's heist were brutally murdered. 

Jarrett is considered to be the prime suspect in the 
Mendell murder. He was a close criminal associate of Mendell and is

strongly suspected of being either a Levinson's burglary participant 
ca: had a significant role in recovering the Levinson's loot for the 
LCN. Investigation places Mendell at Jarrett’s residence within 
hours of Mendell's murder. 

In April 1978 Joseph Bodriguez, also a known Chicago 
burglar, was found murdered in a Chicago alley. Rodriguez was a 
criminal associate of at least two of the slain Levinson's burglars. 
Investigation into his murder reveals that Rodriguez was a probable 
participant in the Levinson's heist. He was also very dLose to 
John Mendell. 

Investigation also disclosed that in March 1978 Rodriguez 
shot and wounded an associate of Joseph "Shorty" La Mantia in a 
Chicago bar frequented by Chicago hoodlums. La Mantia is considered 
to be a trusted lieutenant for Angelo La Pietra, and is a criminal 
associate of Jarrett. The chief suspects in the Rodriguez murder 
are La Mantia and Jarrett. La Mantia was identified by Chicago 
witnesses as gunning for Rodriguez following the shooting incident, 
and Rodriguez was last known to meet with Jarrett just before he 
(Rodriguez) was shot down. 

During the oourse of the"BURGMURS" investigation, reliable 
source information disclosed that Gerald J. Carusiello, an aimed 
robber/burglar and member of the Joey Aiuppa Chicago LCN faction, 
was given the contract for the murders of the Levinson's and Accardo 
burglars. At the time, Aiuppa ran the day-to-day cperations of the 
Chicago "outfit", and Angelo La Pietra was and continues to be the 
outfit's chief enforcer. Carusiello was a criminal associate of at 
least one of the Levinson's burglars. 

On September 18, 1979, Carusiello was gunned down gangland 
style in a construction site in Addison, Illinois. At the time, the 
Chicago FBI was oonducting an active investigation of Carusiello's 
criminal activities. Investigation reveals that Carusiello was hit 
because of his involvement with the murders of the Accardo burglars. 
Source informaticsn reveals that Carusiello was hit by close criminal 
associates. 

In addition to being a hit man and enforcer for 
Angelo La Pietra, Ronald Jarrett also leads a gang of armed robbers 
and burglars and runs an active loanshark operation. His criminal 
associates and local police officers alike consider himto be a 
violent and brutal individual. The Chicago Police Criminal 
Intelligence Unit states that Jarrett is one of their most targeted 
hoodlums in Chicago. 
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Jarrett has been arrested on approximately 65 occasions 
and has only been convicted on five felonies which include Armed 
Robbery, Burglary and Theft From Interstate Shipment. Jarrett is 
also known to have several local police officers on his payroll and 
enjoys political dout through his association with the relatives of 
powerful Chicago politicians. 

Jarrett is currently under indictment by the Northem 
District of Illinois for violaticxi of Title 18 Appendix, U.S. Code, 

Section 1201(A)(1), "A Convicted Felon in Possession of a Firearm." 

A Dangerous Special Offender (DSO) petition will be filed in the 
case based upon information fumished to the FBI by Ronald W. Brown. 

In addition to being engaged in violent criminal 
activities, Jarrett has also displayed his contempt for the criminal 
justice system. In July 1979, Jarrett, through an associate, 
attempted to bribe a Chicago police officer who will testify in 
Jarrett's pending Federal prosecution. The police officer refused 
to cooperate with the FBI, and Strike Force attomeys fear tiiat 
Jarrett would either kill him or his family if it were to surface 
that he set up Jarrett on an arrest. b3

[ Chicago Police Department, advised that Jarrett 
abducted a Chicago police officer's child several years ago in an 
effort to dissuade the officer from testifying in a trial. The 
officer did not testify, and subseguently resigned fran the force.

(5) Category B - 11 FINAL JUDICIAL PROCESS” - This, again, indicates the number of subjects and 
the number of counts or violations for which the subject is convicted. The number of counts shown on lines 5 and 

7 must equal or exceed the number of subjects indicated on lines 4 and 6, never be less. Category 4 and 5 or 6 and 
7 cannot be claimed prior to sentencing.

Jarrett has on numerous occasions been suspected 
of being involved in violent crimes, including 
murder.

Both the original amount sought and the damages awarded by the court are to 
be recorded under amount. of suit and settlement or award. Therefore, if numbers 1 or 3 are completed, it is 
necessary that number 2 and 4 also be completed even if by zero. The only exception would be when monies are 
paid by the subject in Ascertaining Financial Ability Matters wherein it is not necessary to record an entry in F3. 

(10) “ REMARKS” - Identify the name of the subject(s) and when reporting a conviction identify the 
Title, Section, and Code applicable to each count convicted. 

(11) Errors - If a previously submitted FD-515 is determined to contain an error after verifying the 
statistic on the Monthly Statistical Results Report, submit an original only of the FD-515 clearly marking the top of 
the form in red ink with the word “AMENDED." Other than the title, FBIHQ file number (if known), field office file 
number, and date, only complete the category being corrected by a numeric^l entry representing the appropriate 
decrease or increase. If this entry represents a decrease, insert a minus “ — ** sign and if an increase, insert a 
plus “4- ** sign directly to the left of the numerical entries which will signify the type of correction.
